Last week-end Soccer received a low blow. It was low 
because it was delivered against an innocent party, the 
referee, by someone supposedly a friend of the game. 

Referees have been attacked too often in Victoria, and 
not only verbally. It is accepted, almost without being 
worthy of noticing, that the losers in a game always “winge” 
at the referee; but most clubs, in fact almost all clubs, 
prepared to admit that the referee does a good job, 4 
does not take sides. .. erry 

They ar® certainly not so incensed that they strike him. 

Not so at Geelong last week-end. There the referee 
was, according to different witnesses, punched and kicked, 
by a player from the Geelong reserve team and member) 
of the crowd, 

Geelong club officials have stated that they do not know 
who was responsible for the dastardly assault, but, never- 
theless, the stigma must lie with the club for allowing such 
a thing to happen. ‘ 

The home club is in every case responsible for the wel- 
fare of the referee. Geelong neglected its duty. It will be 
difficult to get referees to go to Geelong in future, and who 
can blame them? Certainly not Geelong. 

If referees are to be treated that way, Soccer might 
soon find itself without any at all. Then what would happen ? 

It is obviously no good appealing to people responsible 
for such activities to be reasonable, or tolerant, or even 
careful. There is no room for them in Soccer, and if the 
clubs want to survive, they must throw them out. 

If the clubs do not do so, they have only themselves to 
blame if the council or disciplinary committee takes strong 
action against them. Those bodies are the guardians of the 
name of Soccer in Victoria, and will do their job as such, 
whether or not they get the co-operation of renegade club 

And they know that in taking strong measures t 
stamp out thug tactics in the game, they have the whole- 
hearted support of the vast majority of sincere lovers of 


the game.

A Referee Recommends— 


SOCCER NEWS 


It is now almost four years since a clause on obstruction 
was introduced by a meeting of the International Board in 


London. 


This came into force in July, 1951, but even 


after four years players here are not clear on the exact 


(@neaning of that section. 


The new clause stipulates that— 
“A player committing any of the 
five following offences shall be 
penalised by the award of an in- 
direct free kick, to be taken by the 
opposing side from the place where 
the infringement occurred.” 


_ The third of the offences listed 
is obstruction, which the law book 
explains as: 

“When not playing the ball,-in- 
tentonally obstructing an oppo- 
nent, ie., running between the op- 
ponent and the ball, or interposing 
the body so as to form an obstacle 
to an opponent.” 

This section is quite simple, and 
merely states that an indirect free 
kick shall be awarded against any 
player if he “intentionally ob- 
structs” an opponent who is at- 
tempting to play the ball. 


This is Safe 

@ A player actually playing the 

all will naturally interpose his 
body between the ball and an op- 
ponent trying to tackle him. This 
is quite natural and fair obstruct- 
ing, and cannot be penalised.

offence against an opponent who is 
trying to keep the ball in play. 


_The law was included so that 
“intentional obstruction” could be 
penalised. rior to this, a really 
bad case of obstruction could only 
be termed “ungentlemanly con- 


~ duct,” and the offender received an 


official caution. 


Intentional obstruction is when 
a player, without trying to play 
the ball himself, prevents or tries 
to prevent an opponent from doing 
so. 


Here is a perfect example of this 
which happens frequently. A 
player chasing a ball, but not in 
playing distance of it, sees that it 
is going to a team mate. But an 
opponent is also racing towards 
the ball. The original player runs 
into the path of the oncoming op- 
ponent and prevents him from get- 
ting to the ball. This gives his 
team mate a chance to bring the 
ball under control or pass to an- 
other player. 


Another example is when a 
player about to be tackled turns 
his back on his opponent and 
passes the ball to a team mate 
standing close by. Then as his op- 
ponent tries to pass him, he side- 
steps or runs in front of the op- 
ponent and obstructs him.

Simple Enough 
This is all quite simple if you 


remember that a player who is 
playing, or is within playing dis- 
tance of the ball, cannot he guilty 
of obstructing. 

Incidentally, most players do 
not realise that they mvust not ob- 
struct an opponent when trying to 
ghield their goalkeeper when he is 
tn possession of the ball. 

Many times when the "kéeper is 
in possession and is trying to “get 
rid” of the ball, a full-back will 
run in front of an attacker with 
the sole purpose of preventing him 
from charging the ‘keeper. 

This is an offence under the ob- 
struction clause, and should he re- 
membered, as it usually happens 
only about ten yards from, and in 
front of, the goal. From such a 
position an indirect free kick can 
be as good as a penalty to a side 
that has been schooled in such 
things. ai
